STATESMAN AND 
SOLDIER TAKEN. 


Gen. Lionel Sheldon Dead at 
His Pasadena Home. 


Former New Mexico Govern-. 
or; Famous as Lawyer. 


Civil War Here: Receiver of 
the Texas and Pacific, 


Gen. Lionel Allen Sheldon, Civil 
War hero, former Governor of New 
Mexico when that State was a Ter- 
ritory, and nati lly-pr i t at- 
torney, passed away yesterday morn- 
ing at his Pasadena home, No. 641 
North Orange Grove avenue, where 
he and Mrs. Sheldon had lived the 
last thirty years. Funeral services 
for the man who was one of Grant's 
and Garfield's personal advisors and 
lieutenants will be conducted pri- 
vately Saturday afternoon at his late 
residence. 

Gen. Sheldon represented the sec- 
ond Louisiana District in the F 
first and Forty-third Congresses. 
represented the government as attor- 
ney in cases from the Gulf Coast be- 
fore the Alabama Claims Commis- 
sion, and was appointed commission- 
er to revise customs regulations for 
the Gulf Coast. He was a Presiden- 
tial elector three times, in 1876, 
1880 and 1896, each time from a 
different State, Louisiana, Ohio and 
California being represented by him. 

In 1881 President Garfield appoint- 
ed him Governor of the Territory of 
New Mexico, a post he filled with 
credit during the ensuing four years. 

The year he resigned as Governor 
of the Territory his services were 
sought as receiver for the Texas and 
Pacific Railroad. He managed the 
affairs of the system until 1887. when 
he sold it. Shortly after this he 
came to California, purchasing the 
beautiful residence in Pasadena. 

Until a few years ago Gen. Shel- 
don was actively engaged in 


and manufacturers of 
th te. During the later days of 
his life, however, he has passed his 
days quietly at his flower-covered 
home with @rs. Sheldon. 

Gen. Sheldon was born at Worces- 
ter, Otsego county, New York, Au- 
gust 30, 1831. As a young man he 
studied law at Oberlin College and 
was admitted to the bar in 18638. 
Three years later he went to Lorain 
county, Ohio, where he became pro- 
bate judge of the county. 

When the Civil War broke out he 
was appointed liet ant-colonel of 
the Forty-second Ohio Infantry, the 
regiment that Col. James A. Garfield, 
later President, was commanding. 
A year later Lieut.-Col. Sheldon re- 
ceived his eagles, taking command 
of the regiment. During the war he 
served meritoriously in the battles 
of Middle Creek, the capture of 
Cumberland Gap, Chickasaw Bayou, 


the Union troops at the battle of 
Comite River, La. He was wounded 
once, at the battle of Port Gibsom 
On March 13, 1865, he was bre- 
veted a brigadier-general of volun- 
teers for faithful and meritorious 
services during the war. He was 
mustered out at the close of the war 
in New Orleans. For the next few 
years he remained in that city, prac-

The Last Cruise of a Great American 
Sallor 

An exceptional character, a unique man 
among his fellows, an upstanding and out- 
standing citizen, an illustrious sailor, a sur 
passing commander in his country’s navy, is 
dead, and the land is in mourning. 
_Admiral George Dewey of the United 
States Navy, which he honored because of 
his long, faithful and fearless serv‘ce there- 
in, and which in turn honored him by trust 
ing, promoting and leaning upon him in 
times of peril, war and battle, has sailed on, 
his last ship headed for that mysterious 
realm which men call “The Other Shore.” 

In this the hour of the nation’s grief, the 
very least that can be truthfully said of him 
who has gone before is enough to attribute 
rea] greatness to him. 

George Dewey possessed in full measure

Important ques- 
tions are no longer decided by legislative 
enactment. The sum of $8000 is sufficient 
to secure either an initiative or referendary 
petition on any question » which there are 
two large factions. If the question is really 
important the $8000 is always forthcoming. 

It is well to remember that our paternal 
State administration permits the voters to 
legislate for themselves on mora! and po- 
litical questions only. They pay the taxes, 
but they are not to be trusted to interfere 
in the shaping or passage of tax and reve- 
nue bills. The present Legislature will 
probably pass the administration budget in- 
creasing the expense of the State govern- 
ment $5,800,000; it cannot be submitted to 
referendary legislation, however much the 
people may protest. When the direct leg- 
islation provisions were placed in the State 
Constitution the Progressive administration 
which submitted them to the people was 
careful to exempt all revenue bills from 
referendary legislation. The electors may 
legislate for themselves, so long as they do 
not interfere with the financial operations 
of the State machine or limit the amount of 
the State pay roll. 


OMPULSORY CROP ROTATION. 

The North Dakota Legislature is taking 
the lead of all others in the making of laws 
to regulate the business of private citizens 
as well as of corporations. The latest move 
is a compulsory crop rotation law to safe- 
guard the fertility of the soil and prevent 
deterioration. A farmer who grows, or at- 
tempts to grow, wheat or barley or potatoes 
for three successive seasons on the same 
piece of ground will be punished by fine 
and imprisonment. 

An enactment of a soll-preservation law 
by the Johnson worshipers at Sacramento 
would open great opportunities. A board of 
three dirt commissioners for each county, 
with salaries of $5000 per annum each, be- 
sides traveling expenses._office rent and hire 
of clerks and inspectors, would leave the 
State treasury as bare as a picked bird, but 
think of the good they could do (to them- 
selves. )

DANIEL WEBSTER. 
BY TOM FITCH. 


One hundred and thirty-five years 
ago this day, at Salisbury, N. H. 
there waa born one of the greatest 
statesmen and orators of his genera- 

Daniel Webster entered earthlife 
three months after the surrender of 
Cornwallis. The population of the 
thirteen American colonies was but 


amounted to $70,000,000. Of Web 
ster, the infant, the poet wrote: 

“His land was but a shelving strip, 
So the strife that made it 


But “America was a storehouse 
of riches that waited to be unlocked. 


College case before the 
Supreme Court, took rank as the 
first of American orators and the 
greatest of constitutional lawyers. 
Twelve years afterwards, as a Sen- 
ator from Massachusetts, In his re- 
ply to Hayne he placed himself at 
the head of American orators. This 
rank he held for twenty years, until 
he passed away, and it is conceded 
that since his death, although near! 
two-thirds of a century have ° 
no rival of Webster has ever ap- 
peared. This is tiie more singular 
because in boyhood he exhibited no 
ability in that direction. He said of 
himself: “When I was 15 years of 
age there was one thing I could not 
do. I could not make a declamation. 
I could not speak before the school.” 


After the Dartmouth College case 
was decided in his favor Webster 
loomed up as the leading lawyer of 
the country and his services were 
in constant demand. One of his 
leading constitutional Cases was that 
of Gibbons vse. Ogden in 1824, in 
which he overthrew the action of 


Livingston, 
navigation in New York waters, as 
an interference with the right of 
Congress to regulate commerce. In 
Ogden vs. Saunders in 1827 he at- 
tacked the right of a State to pass 
bankruptcy laws. In the Girard Col- 
lege case in 1844 he maintained that 
Christianity was an essential part 
of the common law. 

Webster was the idol of New Eng- 
land until he made his famous “sev- 
enth of March” speech o the 
admission of California into the 
Union in which seemed to con- 
tradict his earl expressions on 
the subject of slavery, to endeavor 
to concillate the slaveholding ele 
ment and to brand the abolition ele 
ment for “mischievous disorderit- 
ness." He favored the fugitive- 
slave law, the signing of which Pres- 
ident Fillmore characterized as “a 
painful duty reluctantly performed.”
